SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, May 11, ’99. 


The resolution to purchase the 
Drummond Counties railway in order 
to extend the Intercolonial railway 
to Montreal was debated on Tuesday. 
The price to be paid is $1,600,000. 
The opposition demanded fuller in- 
formation before allowing the resolu- 
tioa to go to committee of the whole, 
and adopted what appeared to be 
obstructive tactics during most of the 
afternoon. The resolution went to 
committee by a vote of 80 to 38. 
They dropped their objection of last 
year that the Intercolonial should 
not compete with the C. P. R., and 
concentrated their attack on the price 
to be paid as excessive. 

Hon. Mr. Blair spoke at great 
length, showing that the price paid 
was less than had been paid per mile 
for any former extension of the Inter- 
colonial by the late government. As 
a result of the extension to Montreal 
the profits had increased and the 
recurring deficit would be evercome. 
He asserted that the operations of 
the year would show a greater surplus 
of earnings than was shown by all 
previous years of the operation of the 
road put together. 

On Wednesday, Charlton’s bill 
relating to the offences of abduction 
and seduction, changing the word 
“sixteen” to the word “eighteen ” 
where it occurs in a section of the 
criminal code was carried by a large 
majority. Mr. Charlton has fought 
this question for a number of years 
and has at last achieved success as far 
as the commons is concerned. The 
bill bas yet to pass the senate and 
may be slaughtered there. 

The Columbia & Western railway 
is the extension of the Crow’s Nest 
railway from Robson, on the Uolum- 
bia, to Midway in the Kettle river 
country. The C.P. R. asked for 
power to bond the road for $35,000 a 
mile, Also all branches which might 
be built in future to the same amount. 
While granting the full bonding 
powers asked in respect of the main 
line to Midway, now under construc- 


JASPER PASS MINES. 

The recently reported strike of 
placer gold on the Swift Current 
branch of the Fraser river in the 
Jasper Pass gives special interest to 
the latest report of the geological 
survey department, which contains 4 
condensed account of McEvoy's ex- 
plorations of last summer, and which 
confirms very largely the views of 
recent prospectors. 

Mr. McEvoy left Edmonton on 
June 7th, and Lake St. Ann on June 
llth. He gives a very complete and 
particular account of the trail follow- 
ed, the rivers crossed, the timber, and 
the geological formation. He says 
“Tt requiries 17 to 20 days to reach 
Tete Jaune Cache from Kamloops in 
the present state of the trails, a dis- 
tance of 215 miles. From Edmonton 
to the Cache, a distance of about 350 
miles, requires ordinarily 25 days, but 
in a very favorable season the dis- 
tance might be covered in twenty 
days.” 

The wagon road extends to Lake 
St Ann, 50 miles west of Edmonton. 
Swift Current Creek is ten miles east 
of Tete Jaune Cache so that the 
distance to be packed from Kamloops 
is 225 miles against 290 miles from 
Edmonton. As he says that the trip 
can be made from Edmonton in a 
favorable season as quickly as from 
Kamloops it follows that the road 
from Edmonton must be better than 
that from Kamloops. And as the 
country between Kamloops and the 
Cache is entirely in Mountains, while 
the greater part of that from Edmon- 
ton is comparatively level, the diffi- 
culties of road making are much less 
on the east than on the west side. 
Certainly there would be no difficulty 
in clearing out a trail from Edmonton 
which could be used by double sleighs 
during the winter. The wagon road 
how existing as far as Lake St. Ann, 
50 miles, might very well be extended 
to the Pembina_river 40 miles further. 
This would reduce the distance to be 
packed to 250 miles, and would be 
useful in developing the country for 
settlement as far as the Pembina. 

Mr. McEvoy mentions a seam of 
coal on one side of the Pembina near 
the trail crossing 17 feet thick, and on 
the opposite side of the river one 13 
feet thick.

Tete Jaune Cache (on Fraser river 
ten miles beyond Swift Current, and 
near the western outlet of the pass

SWIFT CUKRENT GOLDSEEKERS. 

Golden Era: On Friday the first 
party of the season left Golden for 
Tete Jaune Cache and other parties 
will follow rapidly.

The government have bought two 
boats built by F. Berthuime for use 
at the Golden & Fort Steele Develop- 
ment Company’s property at Kin- 
basket lake, and these boats will be 
put on Bush river for the transporta- 
tion of the supplies of travellers from 
Golden to. the north.

At the end of 1897 there was 
a surplus of “available assets” over 
“present liabilities” of over $1,800, 
and in assisting the town clerk last 
year to strike the rate for 1898 I de- 
ducted the surplus of 1897 from the 
amount required by the council of 1898 
to meet the expenditure for that year, 
and then figured the rates that are now 
being colleeted. Trusting that you 
in justice to the council of 1897,and for 
the information of the ratepayers, will 
allow me space in your valuable paper.

Regular meeting held on Tuesday 
night, all present except Coun. Picard. 


Communication of the clerks’ as- 
sociation, asking that town bell be 
rung at seven p. m. to notify citizens 
of early closing, was granted. 


Letter of C. W. Mathers’ offering 
the town copies of the late jubilee and 
Edmonton souvenirs at a reduced price, 
was fyled. 

Owing to the additional amount of 
work entailed this year, a bonus of 
$50 was granted to the collector, St.
